We found King City to lie one of i 
the chief trading points of the south- > 
erii section of Salinas valley. When t 
first discovered It was thought the ( 1 
soil of this valley was unproductive < 
and the missionaries brought theirH 
supplies with them, but today this 
section abounds tn fruit, grain and 
C 4 >tton We also noticed many large 
dairy herds—the famous black and 
white cows predominated. Also 
large quantities of gypsum Is mined 
here. 

In the vicinity of King City we 
stopped and made a picture of the 
ruins of San Miguel Mission which 
was founded In 1797 The walls were 
made of some kind of cement and 
covered with a tile roof. The build¬ 
ing In its day, had been an Immense 
structure. 

Near Paso Robles Is a very famoui
